administration to fully enforce a 
ban on travel to the United 
States by residents of six mostly 
Muslim countries.

The Supreme Court on Mon- 
day granted President Donald 
Trump’s request that his revised 
travel ban be enforced fully while 
legal challenges to it proceed in 
lower courts. 

The justices approved a re- 
quest from the president’s law- 
yers to lift restrictions on the 
order — which bans most trav- 
elers from eight nations, most 
with Muslim majorities — that 
had been imposed by lower 
courts. 


The court gave no reason for 
its decision, but said it expected 
lower court review of the exec- 
utive orders to proceed quickly. 
Justices Ruth Bader Ginsburg 
and Sonia Sotomayor would have 
kept in place partial stays on the 
order.
